Many  reader*  will  remember  the  pulsele** 
anxiety  of  the  public  In  Iba  early  day*  of  Oc¬ 
tober,  IH&4,  when  hope  for  the  *afety  of  the 
*t«am*hlp  Antie  faded  gradually  out.  On  the 
night  of  October  10,  Geoff e  M.  Bum*,  a  *ur- 
rtrur  from  the  V>*t  »blp,  reached  New  York, 
and  went  to  ftae  IJrrold,  knowing  that  that  paper 
paid  well  for  news.  HI*  narrative  waa  taken 
and  put  In  type  at  a  late  h<»«r — after  thn 
o'clock  The  Afrrwtr*  plan  waa  to  withhold 
their  city  drcolallon  until  an  bofir  at  which 
other  sheet  could  reprint  the  story  from  its 
column*.  A  rum  or  of  (he  arrival  of  a  survivor 
reai  bed  the  city  editor  of  the  71m<*,  but  his 
moat  trusty  reporters  worked  until  after  2  a.  m. 
and  found  nothing  reliable.  The  forms  of  the 
Ttmee  were  closed,  anil  the  city  editor  started 
for  home,  disheartened  andlevery  nerve  strained 
to  painful  tensiog  over  defeat.  A  few  blocks 
Were  passed,  whgn  a  man  jumped  on  the  street 
car.
